Taking editorial notice of a popular song, the Satur- 
day Evening Post says of the mercilessly exploited coal 
miner (in "Sixteen Tons"), "What we would like to know 
is where he works. If he is working at the face of the 
seam as part of a ten-man gang using the almost universal 
mechanical cutters, loaders and motorized buggies, six- 
teen tons is way below average output. Considered as just 
one mine employee, together with supervisors, timekeep- 
ers, tipple operators as well as miners, he is a little above 
average with sixteen tons. 

"But it doesn't matter. He will be working by the 
hour at not less than $2.43 an hour, and not by the ton. 
If he works seven and a half hours in the mine, plus an 
hour from portal to work and work to portal, he makes 
$20 a day, and right now he is probably working 200 days 
a year. Is this killing him, as the song implies, or driving 
him further and further into debt at the company store? 
In any event, the miner, in every one of his sixteen-ton 
days is adding $6.40 — at forty cents per ton — to a wel- 
fare fund which will provide for his old age, toward which 
he is advancing at the rate of twenty-four hours a day."

Research has shown that a pig's 
weaning weight has a definite re- 
lationship to the time it takes to 
get him to market as a 200 to 
225 pound hog. This fact has en- 
couraged agriculutral colleges and 
feed manufacturers to step up 
their research on the nutrition of 
baby pigs. 

On nine-weeks weaning, if the 
pig weighs only 25 to 30 pounds 
when he leaves the sow, it is 
pretty certain that he won't reach 
market weight until he is about 
6% months old, even on a good 
feeding program. 

If the pig weight 30 to 40 pounds 
at weaning, he should be ready 
for market at six months, and if 
his weaning is 40 to 50 pounds, 
there is a good chance that he'll 
be in the slaughterhouse at 5'i 
months. Nowadays, some good 



hog raisers are weaning 50 to 60 
pound pigs, and are getting them 
to market at five months of age. 

From this it would appear that 
every ten pounds of extra pig 
weight at weaning time chops off 
about 15 days of the time requir- 
ed to get the hog to market. All 
hog farmers know that the early- 
gains arc the cheapest to put on 
a hog. Thus it becomes doubly < 
clear why good nutrition for baby , 
pips is so important. 

Research has resulted in a high- j 
ly fortified baby pig formula that 
many pigs will begin to eat at 
about seven days. It is creep fed 
the first few weeks for early fast | 
gains. Then the balanced starting , 
ration is creep fed clear up to ' 
weaning time.

Porch and Window Boxes 
Beautify Modern Homes 



There is no denying it, a mod- 
ern functional type house is rath- 
er a "plain Jane" to look at from 
the street, compared with ttie at- 
tractively symmetrical and orna- 
mental facade of traditional de- 
It may never have the dignity 
of a pillared southern mansion, 
but Its informal air and spreading 
lines can be made home-like and 
Inviting by growing flowers in 
window boxes and plantups such 
■s the architects often provide. 

If your architect forgot this l. 
tail, it Is ■ simple do-it-yourself 
Job to make them and All them 
with floral color during the sum- 
mer, »nd evergreen boughs in 
winter. 

For ■ standard single window, 
• box SV4 feet long, 8 Inches deep 
■nd 10 inches wide is a good size.

Tobacco leaves were hugging 
the stalk and corn blades were 
shriveling. Hay had made a short 
crop. Pastures were brown. Stock 
water was being hauled. Some 
streams were down to a trickle 
and many wells, springs and 
ponds had gone dry. It was a 
summer drouth. 

A wise old farmer was urged 
to pray for rain. He shook his 
head and said. "Maybe we need 
to learn how to use the rain the 
good Lord gives before we ask 
for more." 

That's an old story, but it points 
the way to solving Kentucky's 
growing water problems. 

Water problems in Kentucky? 
Water problems in a state blessed 
with more miles of streams than 
any other of the 48 states? Water 
problems in the state which has 
the world's largest man-made res- 
Yes, there are water problems 
in Kentucky. Despite an adequate 
annual rainfall — 45-inch average 
over a 50-year period — there is 



not enough to meet the farming 
It has been said that "Kentucky 
usually has an unusual dry spell." 

Kentucky's streams furnish the 
major portion of the industrial 
and municipal water supply. But 
Kentucky's streams do not fur- 
nish a stable supply. Although 
the North Fork of the Kentucky 
River at Jackson has an average 
discharge of 8,500 gallons per sec- 
ond, and a peak discharge as high 
as 351,000 gallons per second, it 
also has had a minimum flow of 
zero gallons per second. This 
range of discharge is typical of all 
of Kentucky's secondary streams, 
and even the head-water areas of 
the major ones. 

These problems are a part of 
the growing pains of progress. It 
now takes around G5 million gal- 
lons of water to supply Louis- 
ville. This is more than double 
the daily use of 20 years ago. 
Modem cities and modern indus- 
tries require ever - increasing 
amounts of water. And modern 
{arming, too, with an expanding 
program of irrigation, means a 
much heavier use of water. 

Thus, within recent years, 
water consumption by cities, in- 
dustry and agriculture has in- 
creased the demands on the 
state's water supply. These de- 



mands will be even greater in the 
future as they all continue to ex- 
pand. Proper and equitable use of 
water is the key to future growth.

of economics and politics, as ap- 
plied to our dealings with foreign 
lands, is described by George 
Washington in stating: "The great 
rule of conduct for us, in regard 
to foreign nations, is, in extend- 
ing our commercial relations, to 
have with them as little political 
connection as possible." 

By contrast, the enemies, as 
well as most of the friends of this 
Country, are highly centralized 
states. Their close union of poli- 
tics and economics at home, re- 
flects itself as politico-economic 
imperialism abroad. They trade as 
poetically directed units. The Na- 
tionalistic element of the State, 
injected into all their dealings, 
and operating as governmental 
rivalry for materials and markets, 
inevitably leads to war. 
Little Patience 
The enemies and friends of the 
United States have little patience 
with the functional decentralism 
that distinguishes this Country 
from theirs. Behind this lack of 
sympathy lies the fact that cen- 
tralism cannot succeed while 
other countries remain dencen- 
tralized. The bungling politico- 
economy of socialism is no match 
for private enterprise. Socialism 
can only be successful, as Lenin 
clearly saw, when other coun- 
tries are also reduced to the so- 
cialistic levels. 

Consequently, friends and ene- 
mies alike, look forward to the 
time when a centralizing and 
levelling process can be brought 
about in the United States. This 
Country must be progressively 
centralized and politicalized like 
their own. Our material well-be- 
ing and our standards 
reduced more nearly to the level 
of theirs. Many Americans, too, 
under the influence of socialist 
opinion, are convinced that this 
would be good for the world. This 
desired centralizing and levelling 
process is to be accomplished 
through the agency of world- 
tralism, the United Nations . 
Foundations Laid 
Yet, peace can never come to 
the world through the action of 
rival imperalisms, whether inside 
or outside a collective organiza- 
tion. When one war is over, the 
same politico-economic forces op- 
erate once more to lay the foun- 
dation for the next. America's 
dis-service to the world lies in 
not showing that peace can only 
come when culture and business 
are free from the nationalistic in- 
fluence of the State. In the face 
of such freedom, politico-econom- 
ic imperialism will be seen by 
the so-called backward peoples 
of the world in its true light. 

The American answer to 
situation that is gradually 
stroying Western Civilization, 
needs reflection in current Amer- 
ican policy. This involves the 
freedom of private trading with 
foreign countries, with no politi- 
cal help, asked or given. Such an 
attitude on our part would be a 
first step toward regaining' the 
confidence and friendship of peo- 
ples whose resentment against all 
forms of imperialism would then 
be turned against others. 
The ring of politico- 
'orld events within which the 
position of this Country is not im- 
proving today, would be broken 
if private trading and foreign po- 
licy were to go their separate and 
independent ways.
